London, Dec. 2.— Tho Cuhinot Council 
yesterday discussed tho question, whether 
tho closura should bo used unrelentingly to 
husten tho Parish Councils bill through tho 
Houso of CommouB. Tho majority decided 
that tho beat policy would be to give tho 
Opposition still moro license. The Union 
iata affect to heliovo thut the Miniators aro 
discouraged by tho alow progress of parlia- 
mentary buaineas, in view of tho near ap- 
proach of the end of tho aesaion. Tho min- 
iatora, on tho other hand, declare their 
readiness to keep tho members in eession 
until the end of January and then pro- 
rogue Parliament formally, only to resume 
work after a few days. Part of tho 
strength of 

the government's plan 

lies in the fact that tho Unionists find it in- 
creasingly difficult to keep tho members to- 
gether. The Conservatives try daily to 
arrange pairs, but often fail; then, despite 
urgent appeals from the party whips, many 
of them disappear, to the great vexation of 
the Opposition leaders. It ia claimed that 
tho ubility of the Liberals, as steady work- 
ers, is beginning at last to toll upon Tory 
putionco. Tho Conservatives have held out 
better than waa expected, but they are now 
giving way. Tho Government majorities 
are increasing so noticeably in all ordinary 
divisions that even tho Liberal Unionists 
undor Joseph Chamborlain aro disheartened. 
The prospect ia, therefore, that the Oppo- 
sition will allow tho Government to end tho 
session without applying the closure. Prob- 
ably tho session will bo over before Christ- 
mas. Austin Chamberlain, Libcral-Union- 
iBt whip, and, therefore, tho possessor of 
much vuluablo information as to party 
plans, has been tolling hia party election 
ugenta that tho general election will be held 
about next May. Acting upon this infor- 
mation, the Liberal-Unionist organizers huvo 
gone to work with a will to prepare for tho 
appeal to the country. In ministerial quar- 
ters and at tho rooms of tho Liberal Federa- 
tion tho executive committee, however, 
positively contradicted 

CHAMBERLAIN'S PREDICTIONS. 
Tho response in every caso was that as the 
"ono mun one vote" registration and other 
measures on the Liberal programme must bo 
carried through tho Commona before tho 
dissolution, it would bo imposaible to go 
beforo tht country until IS'Jo. The Union- 
ist dailies Buy nevertheless that tho quies- 
cence of tho Irish members ia duo to Mr. 
Gladstone's pledge that he will not defer tho 
general election beyond tlio spring 
of 1894. Tho Irish leaders deny thut 
their pledge has been given, beyond 
tho Evicted Tenants' measure. What really 
keeps tho Irish in close touch with tho 
Government is their growing confidence 
that even, uftor Mr. Gladstone's death, tho 
Liberals will not depart from tho Homo 
Rule lino of policy. Tho loaa of the greut 
Liberal leader would fail to disturb the Lib- 
eral and Nationalist condition, because he 
haa committed bo muny of hia English fol- 
lowers to Homo Rule. Campbell Banner- 
man, Secretary of War ; John Morloy, 
Chief Secretary for Ireland, and Herbert 
Asquith, Home Secretary, aro all pructieal 
forces enlisted publicly und privately in the 
Irish cause. All aro ever ready to show 
their desires to accelerate tho 

REALIZATION OF HOME RULE. 

Mr. Aequith's curt manner of answering 
Irish questions has caused offence frequently 
to Irish members, and hue lod to open 
threats that tho Irish would combine and 
make hia post too hot for him ; but, in 
privato conversation with the Irish leuderB, 
Mr. Asquith has made good his public short- 
comings and haB restored his friendly re- 
latione with tho Nationalists. Joseph 
Cliamberlain'a acceptance of the presidency 
of tho local Constitutional Club marks de- 
cisively hia entrance into the Conservative 
rankn. Whatever pretentions to Liberal- 
ism lie may make hereafter will bo regarded 
us hardly genuine. The Government inquiry 
iulo the 

DUBLIN DYNAMITE PLOT 

ia conducted under the Explosives' act, 
which onablca the court to be held behind 
closed doors. Tho police in Dublin, who 
have unusual privileges in making domici- 
liary vioite, are causing suspicious charact- 
ers to be arrested. Inquiry made undor the 
act into the outrage in Exchange Court, 
Dublin, luBt Christmas, resulted in nothing, 
and the present inquiry bids fair to be as 
futile. The lateac theory of tho police in 
Dublin is that Patrick Reed, who wus Bhot 
near the Liffey docka waa killed 
because ho disobeyed orders. He had been 
chosen, the police think, to effect an explo- 
sion at Marlborough Barraoks, but at the 
lust moment hia courage failed him and he 
rranged the fuse of the infernal machine so 
thut, when lighted, it could burn without 
setting off tho explosives. Tho idea that 
Reed was a police spy ia untenable, in view 
of tho fact that until the Morley 
gitno the spy system had been abol- 
ished, and not a penny expended upon 
tho police service is • allowed to 
go to informers. Reed will havo a semi- 
public interment to-morrow ; although the 
workingmen's societies to which ho belonged 
have declined to attend it. Storioa that 
London ia in an anarchist scare, and that 
the ministers now havo special police pro- 
tecting it, havo been Hturtod ; but they are 
all false. There id no four hero of a dyna- 
mite campaign, and tho members of tho 
Cabinet go about an fearlessly ub over. 
RUSSIA ON THE MEDITERRANEAN. 
Mr. Gladstone has told the House of 
Commons that if Russia obtains frco passage 
for her fleet through tho Dardanelles, other 
powers must havo tho samo privilego, but 
Ids declaration has not removed tho prevail- 
ing suspicion thut Russia aims to aeouro and 
keep this privilege for herself ulone. Tho 
Speaker hu« published u special dispatch 
from Constantinople to tho effect that Rus- 
sia and France aro uotiug in concert to ob- 
tain this privilego, ub well aa some others, 
and havo made tho Turkish uuthoritieB bo- 
liovo that tho other powora, includ- 
ing England, will not resist tho 
Frauco-Rusuian demand otherwise, than 



by diplomatic pressure. It in an accepted 
opinion ut tho Golden Horn, aaya tho cor- 
respondent, that Turkey, unless backed by 
the armed force of the powers, must open 
the Straits to Rnsaia alone, and thua make 
the dual alliance tho mistress of Constanti- 
nople and ull but tho miatrcBH of tho Medi- 
terranean. Tho Speaker comment upon tho 
dispatch is : "Tho free passage of all ileets 
through tho Dardanelles must be secured. 
The end of Russia's supremacy upon., tho 
Black Sea would ho a boon to Bulgaria' and 
Roumunia, and would make the Danube a 
real international highway." 

IMPORTANT NAVAL ADDITIONS. 

The Admiralty will expedite work on all 
tho warships uow in tho dockyards. The 
construction of the noceaaary machinery 
will also bo pushed towards completion. 
The Army aud Navy Gazette complains of 
tho delay in beginning the great battle- 
ships Majestic and Magnificent, the largest 
ones over designed. English navy officials 
deny that there has been uny delay. It iH 
certain that tho Admiralty ia moving in 
muny directions almost aa quickly as if it 
were war time. Beaides the two battlo- 
shipa ordered from tho Government yards, 
tho estimates call for two from pri- 
vato builders. Twelve vessels of tho 
torpedo catcher type class with a speed of 
127 knots, are building on the Thames, five 
on tho Clydo and five on tho Tyno. No 
fewer than .'10 more vessels of theso clussea 
are proposed. Tho new cruiser Powerful, 
designed to be the swiftest and strongest 
cruiter uffiat, is also under contruot. It 
will bo tho first of six siater cruisers. Tho 
government clearly rely upon Parliament 
readily approving of an enormous in- 
crease of tho eatimutes next spring. 
Tho newspapers have allowed the 
periodical scare as to England's naval weak- 
ness to abate somewhat, but still print 
much matter on tho subject. The most 
notublo of tho recent contributions to the 
liscussion ia an interview with Sir Charles 
Dilko, who holds that England's navy rr.uat 
ho made strong enough to defeat and shut 
in all possible enemies ut sea. Ho says that 
the French build better ships and hotter 
guns than do tho English, have an unlimit- 
ed supply of mon to draw from and possess 
in Toulon tho atrongeat fortress of the 
world — a fortress absolutely invulnerable to 
attack. 

TRAFALGAR SQUARE .MEETING. 

Several Socialists, colebrated among the 
members ot the Democratic club of anur- 
chiBtic tendencies havo declined invitutiona 
to attend at tho Trafalgar Square meeting 
to-morrow. Tho scum ot tho " Common- 
wealth " crowd and tho followers of the 
Colony Club will be ut the meeting. They 
will bo readily dispersed and urreated. 
Comrade NicollB, speaking this week, de- 
clared for tho execution of Bakounin'a ad- 
vice : " Destroy every obstacle in your way, 
from God to tho meanest policeman." 



U. S. TAXATION. 



A Levy 011 Individual Incomes Heltl 
to Be hy No Means 
Unlikely. 



Other Methods of Raising- Revenue 
Discussed-Tlie Bill Not Quite 
Finished. 



■Washington, D. C., Deo. 2. — A tax on 
individual incomes may yet result from tho 
discussion on tho proposition for an income 
tax. For the iuat week it has been expectod 
that the tux would be placed only on cor- 
porations und legacios. Tho probability 
that the deficiency next year may be larger 
than anticipated causes some of tho mem- 
bers of tho Ways and Means committee to be- 
lieve that, after all, the tux ought to he made 
general, fixing the exemptions at 54,000 a 
year. Tho committee only informally dis- 
cussed tho matter to-day ; but thero is ap- 
parently a stronger sentiment to night in 
favor of a general tax than ut any time since 
the subject wub broached. If it bo decided 
to impose tho tax on corporutiona and 
legacies, the revenue from this courso will 
not, it ia thought, exceed $20,000,000, unlcsa 
tho rate bo changed from ono to two per 
cent. An increased tax ou whiskey, which 
tho members of the committee seom not 
disposed to favor, may therefore bo neces- 
sary. An additional tux of ten centa u gul- 
Ion would increase tho yearly revenues 
$10,000,000 a year, while an increase to 
thirty cents u gallon would net tho 
Government about $30,000,000 a year. 
From present uppeuranoes, the internal 
revenue schedules will not he completed for 
several days, although it is the hope of 
Chairman Wilson to finish them by Monday 
evening next. The greater part of to-day's 
session, at which ull the Democrats except 
Mr. Cochran were present, wus devoted to 
u careful examination of tho tariff schedules, 
which wore mudo public luat Monday.

U. S. REVENUE SERVICE. 

The Practice Bark to Be Reconimlssloned to 
Supply Oilieer8 for the Future. 

Washington, Dec. 2. — Tho Secretary cf 
the U. S. Treasury has juat issued a cir- 
cular which is of great interest to young 
meu anxious to enter tho public service of 
the United States aB commissioned officers. 
Owing to tho recent rapid growth of 
our novy in tho way of now ships tho 
surplus graduates of tho naval ucade- 
my ut Annapolis, who huvo for the 
past fuw years beeu absorbed by tho roveuuo 
cutter service, can ull bo taken into the 
regular navy. Thia fact necessitatoa tho 
adoption of some plan for obtaining now ro- 
cruits for the formsr service, and Mr. Car- 
lisle has decided to recommissiou the prac- 
tico bark Chase at once and re-establish tho 
school of instruction which formerly fur- 
nished new material out of which officers 
of the revenue cutter servico were formed. 

The Chase ia now undergoing repairs, and 
will probably bo Boon ready to Bail on her 
annual summer cruise across tho Atlantic 
ocean, touching at various points of in- 
terest in order to give the cadets oppor- 
tunity to aeo what foreign countries uro 
like, and at tho sumo time give them com- 
plete instruction in their profession as a 
Bailor. During tho winter the \essel ia luid 
up in aomo harbor on the Eastern coast, 
und tho cadets spend the time under in- 
struction of competent professors in all 
the brunches in which tiny ato required to 
bo proficient beforo they uro entitled to 
their shoulder Btrap-i. Tho pay of a cadet 
ia $000 per annum and one navy rutiou per 
day. He is required to pay for hia own 
uniform and a portion of hia Diets bill, 
otherwise the Government foots all his bills. 
Thero aro at the present time about twenty 
vacancies in the roveuuo cutter service, and 
they will probably all be filled beforo the 
sailing of the Chuso in tho spring.

MINIM IN CA1UBOO. 

Work Done This Season by the Horse Fly 
ami Cariboo Companies, 

(News-Advertiser ) 
A representative of the News-Advertiser 
called upon Mr. J. B. Hobaon, who to- 
gether with Mr. Warner has recently re- 
turned from tho Cariboo District, where 
they havo had the management of the mines 
belonging to the Horse Fiy Hydraulic Min- 
ing Co., Ltd , Mr. Hobaon gave a very san- 
guine account of tho progress already mado 
und the prospects ahead. The company iu 
question possesses eight mines located on 
the Horse Fly River, fifty miles north 
east of tho 10S mile house on the Cariboo 
road, and I huso cover in all an area of over 
1,000 acres. It is intondod to open up the 
" Discovery " mine in tho first place, and 
thero are at present so venty-fivo men en- 
gaged upon work in connection therewith, 
including thirty ono Japanese, who uro al- 
most exclusively employed in excavat- 
ing ditches, etc. Ono ditch in particular will 
be ten milea in length, and is designed to 
convey water from Mussel creek to tho mines, 
there to be utilized for hydraulic pressure 
In addition to ditch, a pipo has to bo con- 
structed, thirty inche3 in diameter and 
8,300 feet in length, which will be used in 
carrying tho water across four de- 
pressions, two of them fully '200 feet in 
depth. Tho steel of which this pipe is made 
will weigh 170 tons, and Messrs. McGilli- 
vray & Armstrong aro tho firm who havo its 
construction in hand. It will be completed 
and conveyed to Cariboo this winter on 
sleighs. 

With respect to the richness of tho region 
in gold, Mr. Hobaon stated that all the 
rivers' gravel deposits arc very extensive 
and of much higher grade in their gold 
tenure than thoso of California. Sample 
lots havo been washed and gavo results 
varying from 20 cents to $.'! per cubic yard. 
In all probability tho mines will bo fully 
equipped and running next year, when 150 
men will be employed by tho company. 
Wages for white men run from §40 to fOO u 
month with board, according to tho respect- 
ive efficiency of thoso employed. 

The Cariboo Hydraulic Mining Company, 
anothor company engaged in prospecting 
tho district, havo also secured soverul pro- 
perties ou the south bank of the Quesnelle 
river near Quesnelle Forks, and ure at pre- 
sent engaged in equipping the same for 
working by hydraulic pressuro with throe 
inches of wator. Twenty miles of ditch 
will be excavated next year and this ditch, 
together with other work, will necessitate 
the employment of 150 men next 
Beason, during the settlement of which tho 
mines will be fully equipped and running. 
The rivers gravel deposits in this region are 
also very extensive and probably tho richest 
in tho world, according to Mr. Hobson, 
whose twenty years experience of this nature 
in California has eminently qualified him to 
judge in such a matter. Iu conclusion, 
Mr. Hobson stated that thero is 
an abundaneo of water and all other 
requisites, which should ultimately trans- 
form tho Cariboo district into ono of tho 
richest gold producing countries in the 
world. All that is required ia sufficient 
capital to open up its vast resources. Ex- 
plorations in Cariboo wero began by Mr. 
Hobson on behalf of his company a year 
ago lust June, and he was employed fully 
twelve months in the work. 

When Mr. Hobson left tho district tho 
thermometer had already registered 30 
degrees below zero and aa in addition, tho 
climate is excessively damp, the terrible 
discomfort ho has had to endure can bo 
better imagined than described. Tho cold 
was so iutenso at times aa to freezo tho eye- 
lashes together and aplit timber asunder 
with a series of startling reports. Mr. 
Hobson will remain in Vancouver during 
tho winter, and tho town must doubtless 
como as a pleasant change after tho solitary 
wilds of Cariboo.

tion, but will feel bound, on tho contrary, to 
utilize our power in whichever way seems 
moat likely to bo eilectivo for tho purpose of 
forcing the reconsideration of tho Homo 
Rulo Bill or tho dissolution of Parliament in 
tho yoar 1894."

A DISSATISFIED HOME RULER. 



Mr. John E. Redmond, M.P., Home 
Rulor, is not satisfied. Ho is, in fact, very 
much dissatisfied. Ho is indignant because 
Mr. Gladstone haa laid aside the Homo Rulo 
Bill for an indefinite period, and ho is not 
pleased that tho British nation haa taken 
tho rejection of that bill by tho House of 
Lorda with Buch philosophical calmness. Ho 
aays in his article, " What Next ?" in tho 
November number of tho Nineteenth Cen- 
tury : "Tho one thing which is apparent ia 
that tho action of tho House of LordB has 
not aroused that wave of indignant pub- 
lic opinion in Great Britain which was 
predicted. So tar, indeed, from Una being 
rto, public opinion in England aeema to have 
ignored the matter altogether, and tho en- 
tire Home Rule creation aeema to have been 
Bent to sleep, instead of being stimulated to 
more vigorous and vehement life, by tho de- 
feat of the bill." 

Mr. Redmond is not willing to let the bill 
enjoy ita slumber. He considers that if it 
ia not dandled by the Prime Minister and 
bis colleagues before the country it will 
speedily die of inanition. Perpetual irrita- 
tion ia, ho belioves, tho only thing thut can 
koep the bill alive. The cause of Homo 
Rule, ho argues, never attracted general at- 
tention, and a tneaauro for granting Homo 
Rule to Iroland was never conaidered 
urgent until the Irish members [under Mr. 
Parnoll'a leadership made it impoaaiblo for 
Parliament to do business. When obstruc- 
tion had done its perfect work, a Homo Rule 
bill waa introduced and conaidered. Ob- 
struction was for a time a very successful 
policy. It brought the machinery of legis- 
lation to an almost completo standstill. 
" Ireland blocka the way " was heard on all 
sides, and it soon became evident that 
nothing of importance could be dono in 
Parliament until Ireland was taken out of 
tho way. 

But Mr. Redmond appears to be blind to 
one of the results as regards Ireland which 
Mr. Parnell'a policy of coercion was pro- 
ducing on the public mind. He does not see 
that very many in England, Wales 
and Scotland deeply resented being 
bullied and bull-dozed into legislating 
for Ireland, He does not perceive 
that tbia perpetual blocking the way by tho 
Irish Home Rule members cooled the zeal of 
many of the English people who wero in- 
clined to favor Home Rulo and provonted 
hundreds of thousands of others taking an 
unprejudiced view of tho Homo Ruio ques- 
tion. It also caused the British public at 
laat to got aiek and tired of tho Irish ques- 
tion, ao thut when it wis rejected by tho 
Houao of Lords, instead of being indignant, 
they folt relieved. This wo take to bo tho 
aoerot of tho apathy of which Mr. Redmond 
complainB. Tho peoplo had heard too much 
of Ireland and her grievances and they wero 
roally glad when tho Lords actod in such a 
way as to give thorn n rest. 

Tho present stato of culm aa regurda 
Homo Rulo Mr. Redmond regards as " peril- 
ous in tho oxtromo." How does ho proposo 
to improve tho situation ! By reverting to 
tho Parnellan policy of obstruction. 
" Either," he says, " Ireland blocks tho 
way, or it doos not. If it no longer blocka 
tho way tho sooner Irishmen tako meaauros 
to restore tho stato of things which existed 
is 1880, tho hotter." This sounds bad for 
Mr. Gladstono's peace of mind. Tho Pre- 
mier proposes to hang up tho Homo Rulo 
Bill for the romaindor of the present ses- 
sion, and there ia rouson to conclude that he 
intonda to keep it from " blocking tho 
way" during tho wholo of 1894, This 



The rapidity with which tho production 
of cheese haa increased in tho Dominion, and 
the degree of perfection to which it has ur- 
rivoil, are indeed surprising. Tho rise and 
progress of tho cheese industry is unothcr 
proof that a country may have in it valu- 
able resources and great possibilities, of 
which its inhabitants remain for a long timo 
completely ignorant. If any one, thirty 
years or so ugo, had predicted that thoro 
wero men then living who would ecu before 
they died the production of ohecso become 
one of tho leading industries of Canada, and 
that Canadian cheese, then almost beneath 
contempt, would win for itself a reputa- 
tion second to none in tho world, 
lie would have boon looked upon aa a 
fooliah visionary, or — if the word 
had been then invented— a hopeless crank. 
But, Hub, improbable as it would then have 
appeared, has come to pass. Dining the 
year ending Juno 30, 18!W, there wero ex- 
ported from the port of Montreal tho im- 
mense number of 1,082,940 hoxea of cheese. 
In 1892 the quantity waa 1,648,353 boxes, 
andinism, 1,352,670 boxes. Tho weight 
of cheese exported from Canada last year is 
stimated at 56,000 tons. Canadian cheese 
brought into tho country, in 18!).'3, some- 
where about twelvo millions of dollars. The 
greater purt of this went into the pocketB of 
tho farmers of Ontario. Cheese ib produced 
in considerable quantities in Quebec, and 
tho industry has obtained a foothold in tho 
Eastern Maritime Provinces. 

The cheese producing capabilitiea of tho 
Dominion aro as yet nothing like adequate- 
ly developed. Manitoba and tho North- 
west Torritories present an ulmost illimit- 
able field for tho dairying industry, and the 
day ia not far distant, wo hope, when Brit- 
ish Columbia will produce bb much cheese 
us her inhabitants can consume, with a con- 
siderable quantity to spare. 

The character of Canadian cheeso has risen 
as rapidly aa tho quantity oxportod haa in- 
creased. In England Canadian cheese is in 
great request— and thero are no better 
judges of cheese than tho Engliah. Canada 
now supplies 40 por cent, of tho cheeeo im- 
ported into Great Britain. At tho Chicago 
Exhibition Canadian cheeeo swept the 
field, tho cheese exhibits of no othor country 
coining near it. Thia ia something to be 
proud of, and it is also most encouraging. 



been dampened by tho result of thia year's 
elections, which wore to a vory considerable 
extent n reversal of those of last year. 
Wo muat say that wo very greatly profer 
tho prompt respouso given by the Govern- 
ment in British countries to the decision of 
tho peoplo at tho polls to tho Urdy recogni- 
tion of the sovereignty of tho people that 
obtains in what is called par excellance the 
Great Republic. 

Tho turiiT, too, as published, ia very far 
indeed from being what tho declaration of 
tho Democratic Convention lud tho peoplo 
to believe it would be. It is still to 
a very great extent a protectivo tariff. 
Thoro waa a time in tho history of the 
United Stutes when it would be pronounced 
oppressively protectivo. Tho changes pro 
posed, however, aro very considerable, and 
are all in the direction of free trade. But, 
after all, thoro is no knowing what 
the tarill' will bo liko after it has 
passed through tho House of Repreaenta 
Uvcb and tho Senate. It may bo when 
it receives tho signature oi the President 
very different indeed from what it waa 
when it passed out of tho hands of tho Com- 
mittee of Waya and Means. 

It will be interesting to observe how 
Congress will regard the action of tho Pro 
aident with respect to the rovolution in tho 
Hawaiian Islands. From tho tono of 
large proportion of the American press, ono 
would be led to conclude that Congress will 
bo very far indeed from approving what tho 
President has douc and left undouo in that 
matter. But it may bo thut tho portion of 
tho United StutcB press which condemns 
President Cleveland so bitterly for hia ac- 
tion in tho Hawaiian matter doea not repre- 
sent tho beat and most enlightened opinion 
of the couutry.

MEETING OF CONGRESS. 

The Congress of the United States moots 
to-morrow. It has work of great import- 
ance to do and many surmises aro ventured 
as to whether or not it will do that work 
well. It ia pledged to effect what amounts 
to a rovolution in the commercial policy ot 
tho Republic. The majority of its members 
and the President have promised to repluee 
a tariff of very high protection by one bo 
framed as to produce rovenuo alone. The 
opposition which the majority will have to 
moot, both in the Legislature and in tho 
country, will bo most formidable. More 
than a quarter of a century of 
protection has created great interests 
which cannot bo easily overthrown, and tho 
conviction of millioua that tho prosperity of 
tlio nation depends upou tho continuation of 
protection cannot bo rooted out in a few 
months. Protection in tho United States, if 
it does die, will dio hard and will die 
fighting. 

It seems to us that the freo trade Demo- 
crats went into the fight against protection 
with too little preparation and with too 
light a heart, They did not measure tho 
diflicultiea they would have to surmount and 
tho reaiatanco tlioy muat overcome, at all 
oarefully. Tho check which they received 
last mouth may have opened tho oyes of 
many of thorn to the seriouanesa of tho 
situation. 

Tho peculiarities of the Constitution 
make such reforms aa that which the Demo 
crata have undertaken moro diliicult in tho 
Uuited States than in Great Britain, or in 
countries whoso constitution are framed 
uftor tho Britiah model. It ia now more 
than a yoar sinco tho peoplo of tho United 
States declared in a very emphatic way in 
favor of tho Democratic policy. In Great 
liritain after an election, undor simiiiar cir- 
cumstances and with Buch a result, thoro 
would have been an immediate change of 
ministry, and Parliament would at the 
earliest possible day havo carriod tho will 
of tho pooplo into effect. Tho now tariff 
would havo boon enacted last winter, and 
tho new policy would now be in full opora 
tion. In tho United States tho dofeated 
Administration remainod in powor four 
months ufter tho election, and tho LegiBla 
turo, whoso policy tho people had con- 
demned at tho polls had another session, in 
which tho discredited majority passed what 
laws they pleased, 

In tho thirteen months that havo intor 
vened sinco tho olection, nothing has boon 
done in tho way of obeying tho mandato of 
tho sovereign people, and tho zeal of the 
men elected to carry out their wishes has 
hud timo to cool. It may bo that tho ardor 
of many of tho people's representatives has

Allen McDonald, one of 
these " professors," was summoned to ap- 
poar in the magistrate's court yesterday, 
charged with being an habitual frequenter 
of 22 Viow street ; ho did Dot unswer the 
summons and a warrant for hia arrest was 
issued. The Japanese Anti-Prostitution 
Society, supported and endorsed by Consul 
Kito, aro waging war against tho disreput- 
able houses maintained by Japanese in Vic- 
toria and have adopted a new ayatom in 
their effort to repress vice. Thoy will not 
moleat tho mistresses or inmates of the re- 
sorts, but keep a cloao watch upon their 
visitors and cause their systematic prosecu- 
tion. 

Christian Petersen, arrested by tho 
provincial police on Friday under suspicion 
because of facts reported by Special Oilieer 
McNeill, was charged in tho Provincial 
court yesterday with stealing a coat and 
vest, the property of Andrew Dorome, who 
is a section foreman on the 10. & N. Railway, 
near Shawnigan lake. Ho was sentenced to 
three months imprisonment. Before he gets 
out there will no doubt bo a long arruy of 
charges against him. It appears that ovory 
artiolo of his clothing, and tho ontire con- 
tents of hia shack havo been stolen. He 
had laid in a good stock of provisions, part 
of which have been identified by Mr. Grioo 
as thoBO atolen from his storo. Tho goods 
havo been removed to tho police quarters, 
and it is expected that tho greater part of 
them will bo promptly identified.

A LONG VOYAGE. 

Two Hundred Days Taken by a Ship Between 
Rangoon and San Francisco— Caught 
in a Typhoon. 

San Francisco, Dec. - J.— The British ship 
Oread has arrived from Rangoon after u 
passage of '200 days. Her long trip is ex- 
plained by tho fact that sho was caught in 
a typhoon and noarly wrecked. In con- 
sequence sho had to put into Yokohama 
for repairs. "It was tho worBt storm I 
waa ever in," said Captain Robertson 
this morning. "Wo passed Singapore on 
the 19th of June und, exactly one mouth 
later, wo were caught in the Halamtang 
channel. Directly the typhoon struck us 
there was a circus. Tho ship was thrown 
on her beam ends, and threo sailors 
wero injured and had to bo car- 
ried to their borths. The veBsel 
would not right herself, so I ordered 
all the top masts cut away. That eased hor 
a great deal and sho gradually assumed the 
perpendicular. We rode the storm and 
then 1 made an examination of tho ship. 
Tho decks wero all strained, tho staunchions 
on ono Bide wero broken, tho rivets hud 
started in various parts of tho hull and 
tho cabin was full nf water. Tho perish- 
able stores wero ruined and tho boats were 
nearly all in match wood. Wo fixed things 
up aB well as possiblo and rigged jury top- 
masts and headed for Yokohama, which 
port wo reached on August 5. A survey 
was hold and a considerable portion of tho 
cargo was found to ho damaged. It was 
discharged and sold. The remainder I havo 
brought to San Francisco. I took over two 
months to repair tho ship, and tho cost was 
in tho neighborhood of .C'2,000. We sailed 
from Yokohama on November 2nd, and for 
niuo dayB had strong northeasterly winds. 
Then wo hud southwest winds und heavy 
sous up to threo days ago, when wo ran into 
a light southerly breeze and thick fog. I 
am now fourtoen months uway from Eng- 
land on this voyage, and tho run from 
Rangoon is tho longest voyuge I have ever 
made."

Ti> the Editor :— Mr. Davies has asked 
mo to explain how his proposed scheme f.

Take a 
workingman's or woman's lot of GO feet 
rated for local improvements at '_'() cents per 
foot, or $112 per annum. Supposing this lot 
to bo aatesaed at §2,000, in which a rate of 
1J per cent, is levied for general revenue 
purposes, equal to §110, then add S.'i school 
tax, making a total ol SI"), jus! double what 
a workman ought to pay. I don't know 
how many miles of property frontages ther 
are in tho city inside the latest additions ol 
Victoria West and Oak Bay districts, but 
supposing there are twenty miles, rated at 
20 cents per foot, this would amount to un 
additional tux of over ten millions of dollars, 
and such a burden tho people could not boar 
in addition to all other rates and tuxes.

CONTAGIOUS DISEASES HOSPITAL. 

To tiik Editor :— Tho Mayor having car 
ried out the scheme for a hospital iu an 
tagonism to the wishes of tho people, am: 
having about seven acres of land attached to 
it, ia not satisfied with that ; but is pushing 
the purchase of ten acres additional ut a coat 
of $10,000 — it acema to me more than doul 
tho value of tho land— the Jubilee hospital 
paid S250 per acre only. It will probably 
bo said that the ten acres aro required for 
an Old Men's Home, aa the aito of tho 
preaent home may be required for comotery 
purposes ; but I conton J that ia no excuse 
for such an outlay at present. There is no 
need for an immediate enlargement of tho 
cemotery, and tho old men aro comfortable 
where thoy aro. Now that tho Mayor has 



taken the 590,000 out of tho people's pockets 
for health purposes, it is evidently burniog 
a holo in his pooket, and ho wishes to got 
rid of it by sinking it in land. Would it 
not bo more prudent and wiso to have a re- 
servo fund iu uiso an epidemic Bhould break 
out, instead of having recourse to a fresh 
levy on tho poople ? Ratepayer. 

OUR NEIGHBORS. 

Conservation of the National Forcsts-Tho 
Great Indian Problem. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2. — According to the 
report of tho Department of the Interior, an 
examination of tho work of tho Indian 
bureau furnishes proof of tho wisdom of 
tho policy which controls the administra- 
tion of Indian affairs. Slowly but steadily 
tho wards of the nation are boing advancod 
to a condition suited for citizenship. Tho 
wars with tho whites having ceaBed, they 
aro increasing, rather than decreasing, and 
now number 2f>0,000. Tho allotment of 
lands and school houses aro having a marked 
effect upon this race. During tho past 
fiscal year over 21,000 school children have 
been carefully trained iu habits and customs 
of civilizod life, as well as instructed in 
those branches taught in common schools. 
Tho recent troubles in the Choctaw nation 
are touched upon at length. Tho secretary 
urges prompt passage of tho bill now pend- 
ing beforo Congress extending tho jurisdic- 
tion of the United States in Indian terri- 
tory so as to includo tho right of removal of 
all oases where local prejudice is shown, 
without regard to citizenship. 

On the subject of public timber and for- 
ests the report shows that an utter inad- 
equacy of legislation has been provided for 
the legitimate procurement of public timber 
to supply the actual necessity of the people 
dependent thereon and at tho same time de- 
velop the national resources of the public 
lauds and to protect and preserve the forest 
for the conservation of tho water supply 
and the needs of tho future. Tho report 
recommends the passage of legislation which 
may lay the foundation for a wise, compre- 
hensive fornntry system. It urges tho pas- 
sage of r. bdl allowing tho aalo of such tim- 
ber as can be properly removed to furnish a 
fund aullicicnt to inaugurate a thorough 
ayBtem of inspection and the selection of a 
forestry commission in connection with tho 
land office, looking toward the education 
and U80 iu thia work of men thoroughly 
auited for it.

Why the Custom of Rollins: Up Your 
Trousers There Is So 
Popular. 



Clarence Concludes He Would Pre- 
fer A'ot to Live iu 
America.

London, Nov. 18, 189:>. 

London resembles Chicago in ouo re- 
spect, for some of its most beautiful dis- 
tricts have been lifted out of almost 
bottomless marshes, and now proud and 
handsome structures mark the site of 
the polliwog's early home. At one time 
the Thames ran straight trom Lambeth 
to Limohouse, and between the river 
and Lydenham and Greenwich to the 
southeast shallow lagoons tilled with 
canvasback ducks covered thu ground 
whore now unbroken rows of brick and 
mortar meet the eye. 

The population of London before the 
great plague of 1349 numbered 1)0,000, ot 
whom 50,0C0 were buried at Spitalcroft 
ns a result of tbis awful harvest of death. 
Othor ravages of 1361 and 1309 reduced

the population still farther, until in l'J]7 
the number did not exceed 34,971. Yet 
Manuel 11. referred to London ovon in 
1-lLO as "to bo preferred over every city 
of tho west for population, opulence and 
luxury." So London 500 years ago was 
regarded as a western city, and the star 
of empire has boen moving at the rate 
of ovor 1,000 miles per century ever 
ainco. 

At tho present time London is roughly 
estimated to contain about 5,000,000 in- 
habitants, and may bo said to have fully 
recovered fiom the war with tho United 
States. In fact it is hardly referred to 
now, and when 1 noticed tho iireworks 
for Bale some weeks ago to bo used on 
Guy Fawkes' day, 1 said to my friend 
Sladen of The Idler, "Your Fourth of 
July is a little delayed this year, ia it 
not?" lie said : "Oh, yes, you celebrate 
tho Fourth of July in America, don't 
you / We, on tho contrary, aro trying 
to forget it." 

And that is strictly true, for whoro 
does the American go when ho wants a 
good time, with every facility for having 
it Is it not to the vast and penetrating 
welcome of England ? And is it not a 
pleasure alone, but an education to study 
the genuine Englishman in his homo, 
leaving tho casual tourist and European 
sprinter to take home tho superficial and 
snobby features which catch his eye I 

Much has been said of the custom of 
rolling up tho trousers, so generally 
adopted by Englishmen and followed by 
the young and amateur gentry of Amer- 
ica, but there is no affectation about it 
in London. 1 did not do it at first, for 1 
was green and my information in that 
respect as iu many others camo late in 
life. My experience cost me a pair of 
bright new checkered two pound panta- 
loons. 

Tho mud of London is not deep, but it 
is earnest and tenacious. It is a brindle, 
tawny, light olive tint, with shadings of 
soot and high lights of lime and tho odor 
of past and poorly disinfected centuries. 

Moreover, it is like a soft boiled egg, 
for you cannot touch it without finding 
it weeks after spattered between your 
shoulder blades or elsewhere out of sight 
to yourself, but fully iu evidence to the 
whole world. 

Nor:h C.irolina in January has some- 
times a quality of mud which if prop- 
erly worked by 10,000,000,000 feet and 
mixed with soot and the dregs of un- 
numbered and forgotten fogs could be 
made to imitate tho London mud, but 
even then it would be bettor to pay duty 
on the real thing if one wanted the mud- 
diest mud in tho whole world. England 
never copies. She will succeed on her 
own lines or not at all. This is as true 
of mud as it is of yachts, 

Tho streets, however, aro remarkably 
smooth,' and with rubber tires on even 
tho cheapest hansom, you can ride and 
talk and be heard with ease. What is 
mud to noise after all ! 

I took Clarence, my valet, to see a 
ballet last evening. It was a ballet 
called "Chicago." No one in the ballet 
said anything. Clarence says that is the 
way it is always with ballots. Ballets, I 
prosumo, teach not so much by precept 
as by example. 

There was also another and moro beau- 
tiful ballet, but 1 went to seo tho ballot 
of "Chicago" because of my loyalty and 
patriotism. Is ia not regarded as a howl- 
ing success, and nearly all tho perform- 
ers themselves have kicked about it all 
summer.

Ono 
sido of his mustache falls oil' while ho is 
asleep, and his tailor made buckskin 
Prince Albert coat gets wet from a hose 
accidentally let loose on him. It 
stretches out just like a ball dress and is 
more or leas trodden upon till by and by 
the boat of the sun draws it up so tight 
that it looks like an Eton jacket. 

After this tho original American is let 
loose at tho clarion call of tho clarinet. 
A burst of wild, barbaric music ushers in 
tho Pocohontas delegation, represented 
by talent from Wbitechapel dressed in 
the brief, but reform, dress supposed to 
bo worn in tho court of Sitting Bull. 
Those children of the forest aro as brown 
as a hazel nut and have beautifully carved 
rosewood legs. They coino in with 
natty doeskin costumes, without whoops. 

They dance gaily about a scalp erected 
on a tall polo. Tho scalp was secured 
from a shop in Old Bond street. It was 
furnished by a well known ticket scalper 
there. These girls prance around this 
gory Maypole and try to convoy the idea 
that human life is not highly valued by 
them, but they do not go in much for 
r< alism or they would too in more. Real 
squaws, even of the huppor claaaos, do 
not wear high French heels or cor.-ets 
that have to be laced by steam. 

Still 1 did not mind that, and Clarence 
was delighted. He wanted to come to 
America with me and woo tho Indian 
maiden, and when 1 told him that §12 
«vas as high us they ever sold, 1 caught 
him surreptitiously counting over his 
shillings and trying to reduce the amount 
to dollars. Little did the poor thing 
know that the real squaw at, tho agency 
who is in good circumstances dresses in 
a horse blanket and cavalry pantaloons, 
that she strains the wild honey of the 
forest and the juice of the June berry 
through her opera clonk and puts tur- 
pentine in her rum. 

Poor Clarence ! Born within the sound 
of Big Ben's mellow boom and in the 
shadow of tin: House of Parliament, 
where ever and anon the purr of the 
Tory and the coo of the Liberal calling 
each other liars and unhung horse thieves 
could come to him "Lke sound of dovos 
in quiet neighborhoods." 

Little does ho know of tho coarse and 
barbaric American, Little does he know 
that above Yonkers the woods are alive 
with J. Eennimoro Cooper Indians, and 
south of Sixty-fifth street, Chicago, a 
man without a couple of express rilles 
and a democrat wagon laden with ele- 
phant guns loaded with explosivo bullets 
is no better than a dead man. 

Poor fellow, ho has never seen tho in- 
furiated savage hold a scalp danco in 
Central Music hall, and on the way homo 
knock down tho wife of the Methodist 
minister with the corpse of her child !

1 
for ono have always favored a frank and 
open course even if it hurts the country 
and retards immigration. So I told

the handle. Tho ono used for holding 
a brush and comb ia given a similar 
shaped and arranged bag, only that is 
put on so that when tho fan ia tacked 
aslant, the bag will be in tho right po- 
sition for holding tho articles intended 
for it. This bag is stiffened in some 
way, either by a piece of canvas or paste- 
board cut in the same shape and fasten- 
ed on tho fan beforo tho bag is. 

The whiskbolder is made by fastening 
a pasteboard strap covered with silk 
or ribbon across tho center. Tho fan 
ought to be decorated in somo way be- 
foro this is done. A good way is to ap- 
ply somo gilding slantwise across half 
of it, leaving tho othor half plain. On 
this for a background paint in oils a 
group of flowers or somo decorative 
design. If . ono cannot paint, this, 
and tho other two fans as well, can be 
easily decorated by coarso worsted of 
any desired color, caught back and forth 
from the edge to tho center, following 
tho linos of the veins. Between put 
silver tinsel, fastened in the same way. 
Tho worsted must match the silk of the 
bags and tho ribbon on tho handles. 
If well arranged, tho whole makes a 
very pretty as well as convenient addi 
tiou to ono'a room.

— Arge, via Galveston, Tix., 
Dec. 2.— Senator Ruy Barboao, the exiled 
Brazilian who is tho recognized leader of the 
insurgenta, has handed mo tho following 
communication from Adelmo to bo tranBmit- 
tud to tho Herald : "On board tho Aquida- 
ban, Harbor of Rio Janeiro, Deo. 2. — I am 
invited by the New York Herald to defino 
exactly tho purpoao of tho revolutionary 
movement. I assuro you our sole 
unchangeable intention, aa already Btaled 
in my last manifesto, ia to establish a Re- 
publican constitutional government which 
was destroyed by Peixoto ; to promote 
national peace in all the ataUa of Brazil and 
substitute civil government for militarism 
and tho awful political system developed by 
an actual dictator, who proparoa for our 
country in thia way the tremendous misfor- 
tune common to Spanish commonwealths. 
All reports about niouarchial plans as to tho 
navy revolution aro falao. (Signed) Cua- 
todio Jose do Mello." 

Nk\V York, Dec. 2. — Ericsson's Destroyer 
will on Sunday morning start on her long 
journey to Brazilian waters in tow of a 
vessel which will carry on her decks the 
Yarrow, the torpedo boat. The Destroyer 
took a short spin on Thursday to tcBt her 
engines and steering geer in anticipation of 
yesterday's trial run. In the preliminary 
spurt the jeta were experimented with. Thia 
ia an npplianco which ejecta water either 
from the port or starboard quarter, and ia 
designed to manoeuvre the boat rapidly 
when it is desired to got her in or out of 
range. In the teat made yesterday this 
hydraulic steering apparatus showed its 
effectiveness. Without causing tho boat to 
move backward or forward, the jets forced 
her stern to and fro ua if moved by an un- 
seen giant hand. This apparatus ia con- 
trolled and operated from a email turret 
in which a gim iB placed, and aids in aecur 
ing rapid aim. It ia now announced 
that the Destroyer will bo taken only as far 
South aa the WeBt Indies by the towing vea 
sel. She will then be turned over to tho 
Nictheroy, which will tow her tho reBt of 
the diBtance. Approaching Brazilian points 
she will ho manned and aupplied with am 
munition and turned looao on her own 
account. She will, however, remain in com 
pany with the Nictheroy aa long aa possible, 
using the dynamito cruiser as a base of 
supplies. 

A British gunboat followed tho Aquida- 
buu to sea with the intention, it is believed, 
of being present at future naval operations 
between the shipa of the rebel admiral and 
tho vessels being sent to reinforce Peixoto 
from New York. It ia also aaid that tho 
commander of tho British gunboat has 
ordera to interfero should the rebel ad 
miral moleat vessels flying tho British 
Hag. Preaident Peixoto is engaged in ro 
pairing dangerous breaches in the forts and 
earthworks ashoro. There was aomo dea 
perato fighting between the rebel ships and 
forta at the entranco to the harbor aa M 
tried to go out. Tho fire of tho forta waa 
well directed. It ia reported that Mello is 
not scared at tho reported power of th 
dynamite gun on board one of tho vossels of 
the relieving squadron, and took with him 
a number ol fast ele^m launches for uso in 
the coming encounter. 

MoNTKVIDEO, Dec. 2. — News from Rio is 
to the effect that the federal victory in Rio 
Grande do Sul, is fully continued. The 
combat took place on Tuesday near 
Bage, on tho southern frontier, and 
General Isadore Fernandez with hia stall 
of ollicers and a Castilhista brigade com- 
manded by Colonel Pedrozo, 900 to 1,000 
strong, were taken prisoners by the fed 
eral forces under Colonels Cabedo and 
Tinha. Of tho CastiihistBS "200 were killed 
including many ollicera. Of tho federals 80 
were killed. The loported niasaacre of 
prisoners ia not, continued. Engagements 
have also occurred on the Parana frontier, 
but leliaUe data cannot yet. be obtained 
about them here. Fighting began Nov. 28, 
and lasted all that day and tho next. On 
the evming of November 28ih, Tavares 
called on Itadoro to surrender, but the 
latter replied that he would aurrinder only 
when his last ahot was tired. Thia actually 
happened the same evening, and only then 
were Tavares' well supplied troops able to 
make the men yield who had i ot a cartridge 
to put in their rill -a. The prisoners number 
TOO. One rumor has it that many officers 
wero put to death after being captured, 
among whom are placed Colonels Baudeo, 
Garcia and Pedrczi, two sonB and three 
brothers of Pedro//) and thirty-one officers.

They ala» arrested Richard 
Roacoo, a white man, who appears 
to have sold the whiskey to tho Indians, of 
whom Joo Jim is tho leader. Tho whole 
party wero locked up at tho Provin 
oial station, and tho Mystery earls 
this morning proceeded on her way minus 
these passengers and freight.

Voting on the Jesuit Question— Tho I'oBltion 
Summarized— Germany at 
Clilcsgo. 

(Copyright, 1803, by tho United Proes.) 
BERLIN, Dec. 2. — In contraat with yes- 
terday'a exciting debate on the motion for 
tho roturn of the Jesuits, tho proceedings in 
tho Reichstag to-day were rather quiet. 
Only minor measures were discussed. In- 
terest in the mixed voting on the motion for 
tho return of the Jesuits is Bt ill alive. An 
analysis of the majority voto ahowa 1)5 
Centriats, about tho entiro party ; 17 Poles, 
Alsatians, and 29 Socialists. Tho divis- 
ion on tho motion for the return of tho 
Jesuits cannot bo described aB one of strictly 
party linea. During tho rtgimo of Prince 
Bismarck tho tenacity with which be opposed 
tho rovocation of 

THE LAW OF EXPULSION, 

even after tho abatement of tho Krlturk- 
ampf, prevented tho splitting of the party 
groups on this question. When tho pro- 
posal waa last beloro tho Reichstag, two 
years ago, Chancellor von Caprlvi unmistak- 
ably declared agaiuBt tho Centre's motion. 
Yesterday tho Government held entiroly 
aloof from the debate, and no apeaker pre- 
tended to know what course the Ministers 
would take in the elmrta of tho Centrists to 
obtain a mtjority. Among the Government's 
old supporters the National Liberals, almost 
to a man, voted against, tho motion; 
following their traditions. The sum of the 
position ia this, that the Reichstag having 
fair play, shows changed convictiona and 
that the government having still to negoti- 
ate for majorities on the commercial treaties 
and financial reforms may find it reasonable 
to no longer oppose the repealjof the law of 
expulsion. In negotiating for majorities, 
and also in dealing with the Vatican, Cliau- 
collor von Caprivi obtains through yester- 
day's voto a powerful advantage. It rests 
with the government whether or not the 
vote shall be made effeotive by tho liundes- 
rath. The government can therefore oper- 
ate on tho Centre for support in 
the Reichstag. Tho cautious tactics 
of the Government suggest that it will 
eventually uao its advantages successfully 
and will advise tho llundesrath to assent to 
tho abolition of the Jesuit law. On the 
other bund, there uro those who Bay that 
tho voto will have no practical refulr, it be- 
ing fully understood from the tirat that tho 
Government would not accept the bill, and 
the Centrists in bringing tho motion to a 
vote only wished to prove their ability to 
command enough members to embarrass 
tho Government and carry other points.
